YESTERDAY evening, at the end of the Opera of Guillaume 
Tell, Mr. Vaa Amburgh went though his extraordingry per- 
formances with his trained animals, and afterwards to gratify the 
public curiosity which was strongly excited by Her Majesty’s 
wonder and delight at seeing them fed, he gave the noble ani- 
mals their supper, and a very pleasing sight it is, for the animals 
seem to resume their natural ferocity, and rush about their dens 
in a manner which exhibits their beautiful forms to the greatest 
advantege ; the applause was immease, Harlequin and Jack 
Frost closed the evening’s entertainments. The Queen hon- 
oured this Theaire with her presence last night. 

St. JAMEs's.—This beautiful Theatre re-opened last night 
under the management of Mr. Hooper, and we are happy to say 
that the appearance of the house augurs well for the success of 
the new lessee. The pit and galleries were crowded, and the 
boxes, both public and private, were filled by a highly respecta- 
ble audience; the Earl of Chesterfield, Sir Henry Webb, and 
many other leaders of ton being among he number, There not 
having been time to produce new pieces, three popular Burlettas 
were selected, viz. The Old Maid, Love Among the Roses, and 
Simpson and Co., but the grand feature of the evening's enter- 
tertainment was the introduction of a variety of trained animals, 
consisting of Lions, Tigers, Leopards, &c. which were exhibited 
in an immense dep, extending the entire width of the stage, so 
adorned with palm trees, and forest scenery, as to convey a good 
idea of the creatures roaming in their native wilds. M.Taudevin, 
their proprietor, who was in the den with them, seems to have 
obtained as complete a mastery over them as bis great rival, Van 
Amburgb ; he laid down with, and on them, and put bis head 
into the mouth of a magnificent tiger ; his great pet however 
was a fine lioness, which he alternately;coaxed and irritated in a 
wonderful magner, making her jump through boops, leap over 
his back, &c.. After he had gone through his exhibition, he 
left the den, and fed the animals with raw beef, during which 
8 contest between the lioness and a tiger for a piece of meat, 
elicited peals of applause ; after a severe struggle, the lioness 
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carried off the prize, to the high gratification of *§e spectators: — 
Considering that all‘the other Theatres are open, Mr.Hooper has - 
managed to get together avery efficiens company. Dawton, Wrénch, 
Hughes, Mrs.Glover, MiisTurpje, and other ésthblished favorites, 
being of the number.
